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(54) Title: HEPATITIS C VIRUS VACCINE 

(57) Abstract: The present invention features Ad6 vectors and a nucleic acid encoding a Met-NS3-NS4A-NS4B-NS5A-NS5B 
polypeptide containing an inactive NS5B RNA-dependent RNA polymerase region. The nucleic acid is particularly useful as a com- 
ponent of an adenovector or DNA plasmid vaccine providing a broad range of antigens for generating an HCV specific cell mediated, 
immune (CMI) response against HCV. 
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
